They kept the plane in the air, 
however, until a moment after

to pieces and perhaps causing them 
to crash was not worth 
taking.

Indicating the zeal of fire pre- 


vention associations, the Chamber 
of Commerce has received detailed 
information concerning regulations 
designed to prevent such catastro- 
phes as that of the recent Cleve- 
land hospital disaster which claim- 
ed more than 100 lives.

available on the Cleveland disaster

storage of X-ray 


films of the nitro-cellulose variety, 
explains the letter.

curred in Cleveland and points out 
that there have been other fires 
in hospita.l X-ray rooms which 
have been responsible for the loss 
of lives.

should make a study of X-ray and 
photographic film storage through 
out the city, including hospitals, 
doctors and dentists offices and 
any other places where films may 
be stored in quantities.

—and this paper is a fair 
daily publication to use as 
an example—each Saturday 
practically an entire page is 
given over to church news. 
All other happenings of any 
importance pertaining 
to 


every department of the 
church and its organizations 
brought in are published. 
For major local church hap- 
penings a staff reporter is 
assigned to cover the event. 
Syndicated religious articles 
written by the best known 
authorities are also .carried 
weekly. If some one will 
take the. trouble to clip all 
the religious news carried in

REFORESTATION PAYS 
Fish and game clubs and 


conservation 
associations 


and water companies and 
commissions are being re- 
cruited in the nation-wide 
forest conservation and re- 
forestation movement. They 
form a valuable ally. 


What is especially desir- 


ed of these bodies is activity 
in the interest of reforesta- 
tion either directly or indi- 
rectly. As virtually all of 
them have control of water- 
shed lands suitable 
and 


available1 for tree planting 
they can contribute largely 
to the future forest reserve 
of the country. 
There are distinct advant- 


ages to watersheds from re- 
forestation. Lands reforest- 
ed with coniferous trees will 
effect in a few years a com- 
plete forest cover. This cov- 
er and the tree litter on the 
forest floor not only con- 
serve moisture and equalize 
stream flow over wet and 
dry seasons, but also by re- 
ducing erosion, prevent silt 
and debris from being wash- 
ed into the reservoirs. Win- 
ter snows in thick conifer- 
ous growth do not melt 
early, and in this way water 
is held for a late water sup- 
ply for the reservoirs. 


Reforestation as applied 


to municipal watersheds is 
no longer an experiment. 
Some of the larger cities are 
consistently reforesting be- 
tween 100 and 500 acres of 
land each year to improve 
their water supply. The in- 
vestment is small and the 
dividends large, for conifers 
are cheap and an adequate 
supply of cool pure water is 
priceless. 


NO PROTECTION FOR 


"SUCKERS." 


One may w6nder at the 


regularity with which the 
"born sucker" is taken in by 
sharpers of all sorts. But a 
study of literature prepared 
to stimulate the "sucker's" 
desire for "big profits quick" 
tells a story all its own. It 
answers the question of mil- 
lions,. "Why do not the au- 
thorities catch and punish 
the sharpers instead of con- 
tenting themselves with is- 
suing warnings to beware of 
them?" And this literature 
is conclusive as-to the de- 
termined character of the 
hunt that incessantly goes 
on to catch them. 


That more are not caught 


is due to their having discov- 
ered the safe ground that 
lies between > promises that 
cannot be fulfilled 
and a 


type of appeal that assures 
cupidity's rushing in with 
demand that his money be 
accepted in exchange for the 
thing boomed, though no 
promise has; been made in 
connection with it and no 
one has been solicited to 
buy. So subtly is the appeal 
to avarice made, so skillful- 
ly is the reader impressed 
with the merits of that with 
which it is desired to impress 
him, that "suckers" are sure 
to be hooked without the 
possibility of any "come- 
back" on the sharpers. 


One sheet lying on the ed- 


itorial desk makes an appar- 
ently straightforward report 
of the "market" position and 
strength of an obscure min- 
ing stock; it has advanced 
about 30 per cent in two 
weeks. A goodly space in 
the sheet is given over to his- 
torical accounts, apparently 
accurate, of the rise of well 
known mining stocks from a 
lowly state in the markets^to 
the position of good invest- 
ments. 


This stuff goes- through 


the mails without question- 
ing of its right to the privi- 
lege of being distributed by 
Uncle Sam. It is "sucker" 
stuff nevertheless. 
Protec- 


tive agencies and public au- 
thorities are powerless to act 
against it. 
This 
proves 


what? Simply that the fish- 
ing is always good if the 
bait is right. The "born 
sucker" cannot be protect- 
ed. No possible warning 
will make him wary to the 
point of resisting a skillfully 
devised lure.

EVENTS BUSINESS WEEK 


NEW YORK, May 25.—(D—Dun's Review said today: 
Furthef evidence of monetary tension, with its decisive ef- 


fect upon speculative operations, has eclipsed all other events of 
the week. Action apparently foreshadowing increased rediscount 
•rates, and.expectations of a rise at New York, precipitated a 
severe decline on the stock market, with liquidation of margin- 
ed accounts intensifying the unsettlement. A natural recovery 
succeeded the period of rapidly falling prices, but the preceding 
losses were only partially regained. As usually happens during 
a time of financial disturbance, strictly commercial movements 
were largely disregarded, yet In the present case various con- 
structive phases are readily discernible. Conditions In certain 
of the major .industries retain unusual strength, with the buoy- 
ancy of the' steel tra'de altogether without parallel'for this sea- 
son, and the weather had remained the chief obstacle to a full 
growth of retail distribution. Even with that .continuing; handi- 
cap, the railroads are transporting goods in a volume not here- 
to fiire equalled in May. 


Weekly bank clearings $11,542,573,000, a decrease of 2.6 per- 


cent from last year.
